I understand some 
people have done this and' 
have had the plant produce 
a small pineapple, but it did 
not reach maturity or ripen. 

Oranges were another 
fruit that made us start 
wondering, so natiurallv we 
were off to the library 
again. Oranges are one of 
the oldest cultivated fruits, 
probably originated from 
Indo - China. During the 
Spanish regime Ora'nges 
were grown in Florida and 
were fairly well established 
in 1600 on the Florida pen¬ 
insula. These were of a sour 
variety. Some sweet oranges 
were bro.ught with the col¬ 
onists in earlv 1800. It is be¬ 
lieved the Indians consumed 
the fruit and threw the 
seeds under the Magnolia 
and Live Oak trees where 
they germinated. 

The Banana as we know 
it in this area is strictly an 
ornamental plant. Some 
small plantations have been 
tried in Florida and Louisi¬ 
ana. Most of our bananas 
are imported from Jamaica, 
Co.sta Rica, Honduras and 
Mexico. The first bananas, 
f30 bunchesi were brought 
to the United States in 1804, 
and the first full cargo, by 
schooner in 1830.
